THIS 1S A FINE KETTLE OF FISHI , 

The following bit of interesting reading appeared in 
the daily press but in case anyone missed it, it is repeated 
in this column along with comment: 

Owen Sound, Oct. 31—The Ontario Hydro-Blec- 
tric Power Commission will continue to sell electrical 
appliances to its employees below wholesale prices. 

This announcement was made today following 
settlement of a dispute over such sales with the On- 
tario Retail Hardware Merchants. 

Spokesmen for both organizations refused de- 
tails of the agreement. 

T. I, Thomson, Owen Sound hardware store op- 
erator and president of the Retail Hardware Associa- 
tion, said only that the dispute had been fully resoly- 
ed to the satisfaction of the executive of the associa- 
tion and in the best interests of its Ontario members. 

This is a fine kettle of fish! Here we have a nice lit 
fle arrangement worked out to the satisfaction of the two 
principals in the deal, one of whom subsists on public 
funds as a public enterprise and both of whom decline to 

> Jet the public in on it. 

It must give the people who use hydro and buy elec- 
trical appliances a sense of great satisfaction to know 
they are privileged to make it possible for collaboration 
of this sort to exist between the two parties concerned, 
Isn't it wonderful to think that by simply buying electric 
power and paying full retail prices for appliances, we are 
making it possible for employees of Ontario Hydro Elec- 
tric to purchase their appliances at below wholesale pri- 
ces? 

The real gem of the deal is contained in one phrase 
which bears repetition: “Spokesmen for both organiza- 
tions refused details of the agreement.” 

Since when can a publicly-owned utility, and hydro 
is just that, refuse information to the public on any of its 
operations? The moment it does this it ceases to be pub- 
lic enterprise and the public should demand a showdown. 
That moment seems fo have arrived. 

Why should employees of Ontario Hydro, all whom 
are as well if not better paid than those who use their 
power, be able to buy appliances at less than wholesale 
prices while the man on the street has to pay the retail 
price? Who's subsidizing who? What are the benefits to 
the appliance industy? Will refusing to talk about it sat- 
isfy an inquisitive public which is rapidly coming to the 
conclusion that so-called public enterprise is not so pub- 
lic after all?

The govern- 
ment fost two seats in parlia- 
ment yesterday in the byelec- 
tions in Ontario, Quebec and 
New Brunswick. The Liberals 
won two seats and the new 
party its first foothold in the 
Cémmons. 

The stunning upset by 31- 
year-old Socialist Walter Pit- 


stronghola of Peterborough 
and Liberal victories in Niag- 
ara Falls and the Quebec rid- 
ing of Labelle—combined to 
give the opposition forces a 
near sweep of the largest samp- 
ling of the political winds since 
the 1958 general elections.

CLEAN THEM OR THEY MAY BURN 

It only took the first high wind of the fall season to 
touch off a couple of lively stovepipe and chimney fires 
in Lindsay - One Monday night and another this morn- 
ing. That they were confined to those areas of the house 
was due to the availability of efficient firefighting equip- 
ment and the men to man it. Even so it was touch and 
go in one instance that the house didn’t catch fire - areas 
around the pipes in this case were already smouldering. 

Firemen pointed out afterwards that chimney fires 
as such, are much less likely to occur if the pipes leading 
to them are kept reasonably free of soot. Failure to do 
this exposes the home to preventable fire with all the con- 
sequences which can accrue should it choose a time when 
everyone is asleep or array to break out. 

It’s a pretty simple matter to clean out a string of 
pipes and the chimney well - Clean them out or they may 
burn and take the house with them. 


SHOW GOOD REASON WHY IT 
SHOULDN’‘T COME TO PASS 

It looks as though the last vestige of CNR passenger 
train service in and out of Lindsay is about to disappear, 
In fact there doesn’t seem to be any doubt about if unless 
Lindsay and about 13 other centres along the CNR’s Tor- 
onto-Belleville line can show good reason why it shouldn’t 
come to pass. 

No one likes to see the town cut off from railway 
passenger service but who can argue in support of its con- 
tinuance when the CNR can produce figures to show it is 
not only unprofitable but strictly a losing proposition? 
In his Wednesday submission to members of Lindsay's 
council, Supt. A. R. Wilson said he hoped council would 
see fit to pass a resolution supporting its brief for dis- 
continuance of passenger service through the town. He 
also told members that any objection to the proposal 
should be backed up by more than a sentimental desire to 
see it continue. , That is a fair request. 

The railway produced figures to show that passen- 
gers arriving at Belleville averaged two or three per train 

# with a record number of four during the period under 
study. The same low averages prevailed for passengers 
boarding the trains leaving Belleville. It was the rail- 
way’s finding that it could effect a net saving of $283,000 
by discontinuing the passenger service. Passenger reyen- 
ue in the year under review was given as $62,000 and the 
total cost of maintaining the Toronto-Belleville service 
$350,000. 

In the face of these statistics, it is fairly obvious that 
the Dept. of Transport won’t be inclined to support any 
objections from municipalities which fail to show “good 
reason” for continuing the service. 

Like several of the councillors attending the meet- 
ing. we are inclined to wonder if the railway has made 
every possible effort to make the passenger service opera- 
tion profitable. However, merely wondering about the 
situation doesn’t cut much ice in the face of operating de- 
ficits. 

Can anyone come up with “good reason” why rail 
passenger service through Lindsay by the CNR shouldn't 
be discontinued. 

REPORT ON COUNTY JAIL 
CONTAINED FEW SURPRISES 

The report of the Grand Jury following its inspec- 
tion of Victoria County Jail contained & few surprises ex- 
cept perhaps, the fact that there wasn’t a fire extinguish- 
er in the place, 

It would be unfortunate indeed if the jury's report 
remains just that - a report. The county property com- 
mittee has a clear responsibility to correct those deficien- 
cies which have now been made public. 

To say that conditions at the jail are “medieval” is 
no exaggeration. They are all of that and this fact is not 
the fault of the men who staff the jail. 

There are things in connection with affairs at the jail, 
other than those mentioned in the report, which could 
do with some investigation and rectification. Included 
among these are the accomodations for prisoners to main- 
tain their personal appearance. A man wishing a shave, 
for example, can have one if he's pretty good at using a 
safety razor in dim light and with the guidance of a mir- 


! 
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ror which has seen better days. It’s a mighty good job 
they don’t have to shave with a straight razor which ac- 
tually would seem more in keeping with the facilities than 
the modern safety razor. 
toothpaste - of which there is none. Instead the boys 
(and girls) get a peculiar type of toothpowder which may 
have been designed to keep prisoners from lingering over 
the task. .. . the first taste is enough to make them aban- 
don the act entirely. The method of communication be- 
tween prisoner and guard could also do with a little 
streamlining. Surely, in the age of electronics, it should- 
n't be necessary for a prisoner to rattle cell doors, shout, 
or resort to some other sound-making method to attract 
the attention of a guard. 

There is on thing to be said in fayour of the present 
county jail - It should discourage the average person from 
staying longer than is absolutely necessary or paying a re- 
turn visit. An excellent way to bring about an immed- 
jiate improvement might be to have officials charged with 
administering its affairs “do a little time” there. It is 
one thing to be on the outside looking in but quite anoth- 
er to be on the inside looking out. Those on the inside 
have plenty of time to get acquainted with its discomforts 
and somehow or other it makes them want to do some- 
thing about it. 


WHY THE GREAT URGENCY? 

Town council expressed concern this week about 
where the people in the annexed portion of Ops town- 
ship would vote this fall — in Lindsay or Ops... 
Would they be called upon to help elect a Lindsay or 
an Ops councrl? 

The urgency for disturbing the voting arrange- 
ment as it stood before the annexation approval was 
announced doesn’t seem apparent. We can think of 
two reasons why there is no need to press this matter: 
(1) the annexation order cannot take effect before 
January Ist, 1961, nearly a month after Lindsay's 
election and (2) there is the question of whether or 
not it would be legal for residents of Ops to vote in a 
Lindsay election before the official annexation order 
becomes effective.

EVERYONE’S TALKING ABOUT 
THE FEDERAL BY-ELECTION 

Everyone's talking about the outcome of the fed- 
eral by-election at Peterborough which saw the two 
old-line parties sidelined in fayour of the “New Party” 
-a party as yet without a name. 

The outcome, surprising to some but not entirely 
unexpected, reflects a dissatisfaction with the old-line 
parties handling of affairs. In this by-election, the Lib- 
erals appealed to the voters to think back to the good old 
days when they were in power and remember all the 
social benefits they received. The Progressive-Conserva- 
tives tried to influence the electorate with a parade of 
party top brass. Neither apparently had much appeal. 
The people in the riding were dissatisfied and they ex- 
pressed their dissatisfaction by putting an entirely new 
man, representing a new party, in office. In doing so they 
set a precedent and it remains to be seen whether or not 
it will be duplicated in other parts of the nation. 

Peterborough was, of course, particularly vulnerable. 
Unemployment has been consistently high for some time 
and neither of the old parties could offer much assurance 
that the situation would change. On the contrary, there 
were indications that it was more apt to deteriorate. This 
feeling that they had nothing to lose and might stand 
to gain, undoubtedly had a bearing on the big majority 
the New Party candidate piled up. On the other hand, 
observing Mr, Pitman in his election talks, numerous 
people were impressed by him. He was young, sincere 
and asking for a chance to display his ability in the politi- 
cal arena. He now has that chance and his progress will 
be watched with intrest. 

The Peterborough by-election results served to em- 
phasize another point - The country is ripe for change 
and the old line parties have had clear warning that ac- 
tion and not empty promises is what people are after.

RE-POTTING HOUSE 
PLANTS 

What agony those large 
house plants in thimble-pots 
must go through! Their roots 
hardly know which way to 
turn. To make matters worse, 
few homemakers want to take 
the “trouble” to re-pot them, 
So they sit and suffer, 

When shifting a plant to a 
larger pot, use a coarser, rich- 
er soil than you would for cut- 
tings. Turn the pot upside 
down. Tap the rim on the 
edge of the table or bench, be- 
ing careful not to damage the 
plant. Remove the drainage 
pieces and take away some of 
the old topsoil. Add new soil 
on all sides of the plant when 
you repot. 

Tf your house plants are not 
thrifty, the cause can often be 
traced to a water-logged soil. 
A remedy is to take the plant 
from the pot and shake and 
wash away as much soil as pos- 
sible . Re-pot the plant in a 
pot just large enough to hold 
the roots. Use a sandy soil,! 
Water with 
care and, when the plant re- 
covers, re-pot in a better soil.

A story of a chase in the 
town of Lindsay at speeds up 
to 70 miles per hour was relat- 
ed in magistrate’s court Friday 
by Lindsay Constable Ralph 
Fountain. The officer was giv- 
ing evidence in the case of 
Douglas J. Gray of Richvale, 
who was charged with careless 
driving, and driving without a 
valid licence- 

Constable Fountain said he 
noticed a car preparing to pull 
away in front of Fee Motors 
Thursday night about 11.45. 
“My attention was drawn to it 
by the way the engine was 
roaring,” he said. He turned 
the cruiser around to follow 
it and saw it speed up Kent 
Street, going through a red 
light and an orange light, bare- 
ly missing another car. He said 
he trailed it at speeds as high 
as 70 and didn’t gain. 

The officer indicated that 
he thought that he had stumb- 
led on a breakin, either just 
performed or about to be per- 
formed.

ATTAINS ORBIT 


A weather satellite launched from Cape Canaveral 
this morning has attained its orbit- 


America’s 14th 


space success of the year. The Tiros-Two is carrying 
a pair of television cameras to photograph cloud cover 
from space. It’s designed to proyide data for daily 
weather forecasts--the first time for such an experi- 


ment. 


TECHNICIANS ON BOTH COASTS ALERTED 


Technicians are alerted on both coasts to pick up 


photos from the Tiros and send them to a number 
of weather bureaus across the nation. The weather 
satellite is equipped to record the earth’s so-called 
“heat balance”--a factor toward precision forecasting 


and perhaps, eventual weather control. Twenty-one 


nations have been invited to use data from the weather 


satellite. 


HIGH ALTITUDE BALLON LAUNCHED 

A high altitude balloon was launched over South 
Dakota this morning in conjunction with the launching 
of the weather satellite. The balloon carries equip- 
ment similar to the satellite’s and will record by still 


photo the same general area the satellite covers in its: 


first five orbits. The helium-filled balloon was launched 
near Sioux Falls, South Dakota, will be cut down some- 
where south of Battle Creek, Michigan. 


RIFT CONTINUES 

An editorial in the Communist party newspapers 
Prava against Red China indicates that the rift between 
Moscow and Peiping continues. Prava attacked the 
Chinese Communist position on key Ideological issues.

“FOREIGN” HUNTERS? 

- Mariposa farmers are going to have to be more con- 
sistent in their objection to hunters pursuing Rarnenon 
their land if they expect to get the consideration from 
the authorities to which they apparently feel entitled, ; 

One of the most inconsistent statements to be pong 
since the problem broke into the news here several weeks 
ago when a farmer pressed charges against a hunter, is 
reported to have been made at this week’s meeting of 
Victoria County Council. Quote the report: ; 

“Both spokesmen said they did not object to local 
hunters. But they were vigorously opposed to the car- 
loads of foreigners who come out every weekend.” 

If this report is true, then the farmers of Mariposa 
are running the risk of being charged under existing anti- 
discrimination law. 

Before the farmers can hope to get a really sympa: 
thetic hearing from the courts, they will first have to de- 
termine whether or not they are opposed to hunting on 
their farmlands by anyone regardless of race, colour or 
creed. 


ONE THING TO REMEMBER 
Now that the municipal election winds have started 


to blow, there is one thing the voters of Lindsay should 
keep clearly in mind — The mayor of this or any other 
municipality is only one man, he only holds one seat on 
council and has only one vote on any motion. 

We point this out because all too often the yoters 
of a community become so fired up over who they're 
going to have for mayor that they practically pay no 
attention whatsoever to the candidates for council. 

In Lindsay the council is comprised of the mayor, 
reeve, deputy-reeve and six members of council. It can 
readily be seen from this that if you were to elect an 
excellent mayor, reeve and deputy-reeve, then turn 
around and elect six irresponsible councillors, the six 
could pass undesirable legislation through sheer 
strength of voting power. 

A desirable council would be made up of the best 
available material throughout. An able mayor to be 
effective in administering the town’s affairs must 
have capable men around him. 


SOME THOUGHTS ON WORK 

Ven. T. P. Crosthwait, M-A., rector of St. Clement's 
Anglican Church, Toronto, has made some interesting ob- 
servations on the subject of “work’’ and unemployment 
which are worth thinking about. Writing in “The Tele- 
gram” on the subject “There's Dignity In Work, But Keep 
It To Six Days”, he states in part: 

“The curse of unemployment is that it deprives a 
man of a means whereby he may express himself, a means 
whereby his soul may grow and he may grow in grace. 

A man unemployed for long periods of time may be- 
come a sick man & a large number of spiritually sick men 
may very easily lead to a sick society. And a sick society 
may in desperation turn to quacks and charlatans hoping 
for a cure, 

A third element in the Christian doctrine of work is 
summed up in the word joy. Every man, if he is to re- 
main at peace within himself and therefore a whole man, 
must have a sense of his own worth and significance. 

He must feel that he is needed, that society has a place 
for him, that he has a means whereby he may express the 
joy of life. 

When we turn to the first pages of the Bible we see 
that throughout His work of creation God paused and we 
are told “And God saw that it was good.” 

WELL DONE 

And when all the acts of creation had been completed 
we are told that God looked upon them “And saw that 
He had made, and behold it was very good.” 

We all need to take the time to look at our work and 
at our achievements and to enjoy them and allow our 
souls to be nourished by them. 

Sometimes we spend too much time worrying about 
all the things that we ought to do and worrying about oll 
the things that we have left undone, and far to little time 
thanking God for the contributions that we have been 
able to make through the work that we do. 

It is good for a housewife to take time to go deliber- 
ately from room to room and enjoy its cleanliness, its tidi- 
ness and its order. 


Matters of Interest 
DRIVER INSTRUCTION BRIEF SHELVED 

The Victoria County High School Area Board 
has decided to shelve a brief concerning driver in- 
struction in high schools. 

The brief outlined the provincial goyernment’s in- 
terest in such courses, the assistance available to 
school boards supporting the course, and the Tequire- 
Inents necessary to obtain financial assistance. 

Some of these requirements were as follows: that 
the courses must be held outside school hours and, not 
interfere with the regular curriculum; they must be 
under the control of the principal and authorized by the 
school board; there must be certain standards of in- 
struction, given by duly qualified instructors. 

The brief stated that student driver instruction 
was supported by both the Department of Transport 
and the Department of Education in Ontario, The de- 
cision to file the brief was unanimous.

FARMERS HAS A GOOD CREDIT RATING 

In its October & edition, the Financial Post re- 
produced a scale of credit ratings as used by a number 
of Canadian Credit Companies, and this scale of 
ratings is very revealing, and in some cases startling. 


In all, 42 occupants are listed and graded on the basis, 


of the percentage who pay their bills promptly. Head- 
ing the list are business executives with 90.9% of these 
being prompt in payments. Close behind are account- 


ants and auditors, retail managers, chain store mana- 


gers, physicians, surgeons and dentists, engineers, and 
in seventh position, farmers—with a rating of 88.7%. 
* Some of the leading professions are rated as fol- 
lows: office workers (clerks and stenos) 9th, university 
professors 10th, school teachers 16th, clergymen ith, 
nurses 18th, and. public officials 19th. Lawyers and 
judges rank 22nd with 78.8% paying promptly, and 
they are followed by travelling salesmen, plumbers and 
policemen. Tenant farmers are 28th in the scale with 
a rating of 78.1%, and in the last position are farm 
laborers ranking 42nd, with 60.3% paying promptly. 
They rank close behind the others at the bottom of 
the credit totem pole, and these include painters, 
domestics, musicians, bartenders and common laborers.

NEW TOMATO VARIETY 
DEVELOPED AT VINELAND 
A new staking tomato va- 


riety has been 
the Ontario Department 
Agriculture’s Experiment Sta- 
tion at Vineland. 

Named Vogue, the new va- 
riety has been developed 
particularly for the Niagara 
Peninsula. It will largely re- 
place the variety called Hark- 
ness, and in some cases will 
replace the variety Earliest-of- 
All, Vogue is at least two or) 
three days earlier than both 
Harkness and Warliest-of-All. 
It is also larger: in station 
tests the average size of Vogue 
was 4.3 ozs., compared with 
3.6 ozs for Harkness and 3.1 
ozs. for Earliest-of-All. 

The fruit of Vogue is also 
deeper than that of standard 
varieties, and is usually very 
smooth. When green, the 
fruit is uniformly light green 
with no dark green shoulder. 


Result: the fruit ripens very 
uniformly. 
The plants of Vogue are 


thick stemmed. Fruit clust 
ers are usually long with 5 or 
6 fruits per cluster. When 

Pyery dry weather is followed 
by excessive rain or irrigation, 
some circular (concentric) 
cracking occurs. 

Vogue has been grown by 
several growers unders its 
code number 41-A-1. In most} 
tases they have liked the va-| 
riety very much.

I grew up on a lowland 
farm that had an abundance of 
snakes, I found a coiled rattler 
in my living room- Another bit 
a vatuable cow (she died). And 
another bit a pet dog. And| 

many others were seen and 
.. killed. Once I put my hand ac- 
didentally on a streaked snake; 
you could have heard my 
gereams over the mountain 
Toffees away. 

I Wee your column. Never 
méss yeading it. You see I am 
alive and pretty well-balanced 
even if: am in a wheel chair 
after 43 years of multiple scler- 
osis; I'm not in danger from 
e _ snakes any more. Mrs. R.,

ANSWER: In spite of your 
fear of snakes, my guess is 

that you are an extremely 
= ~ courageous person. The way 
you lightly pass off those 43 
years of multiple sclerosis and 
your wheel chair incapacity, 
proves that to me. 

But in your way, you will 
have accomplished two things 
by your letter. One, you will 
have demonstrated that people 
with multiple sclerosis can live} 
for many years after the onset} 
of the disease. Two, in my! 
answer to you, I have the op-| 
portunity to bring some infor-| 
mation about multiple scler- 
osis to many readers, 

For example, I think you 
ought to know at the outset 
that this disease (like many 
other chronic nervous disord- 
ers) so far has the best of our 
fight to bring it under control. 
Mrs. R. is living proof that we 
haven't vet found treatment 
adequate to overcome multiple

is made, we are helpless in 
specific treatment. Granted 
that lowering the patient’s 
body temperature sometimes 
helps; that a low fat died is of 
some use; that anticoagulants, 
vitamins, metabolic stimulants, 
chemotherapy, ete, are some- 
times helpful. 

But let’s face it, Multiple 
Sclerosis sits back derisively 
and laughs at our efforts. At 
least a quarter of million Am- 
ericans suffer from it; so it is 
no laughing matter. Some few 
people die during the acute 
phase of the disease. But many 
live for at least 30 years after 
the onset. 

The disease, which attacks) 
the nerve sheaths (coverings) 
in various parts of the body, 
strikes down more women 
than men. In nearly 7 out of 
10 cases, incapacity develops 
by the tenth year after onset. 

What are we doing about it? 
I think we are getting some- 
where—but not fast enough. 
Only lately have we really be- 
gun to put the scientific spot-| 
light of research on these chro-| 
nic nerve killers. 

In this column I have men-| 
tioned a few times the work) 
that is being done by the Na-| 
tional Neurological Research 
Foundation of Washington, D: 
C., in the fight against Multi- 
ple Sclerosis, Muscular Distro- 
phy, Cerebral Palsy, Parkin- 
son's, Epilepsy, ete. It is al 
non-profit, scientifically man-} 
ned organization that is dedi- 
cated to supporting brilliant 
scientists ($10-12,000 a year 
for five years) while they try to 
learn how to overcome all these 
menaces. 

What I especially like a- 
bout this organization is that 
it spends almost every penny 
received in contributions for 
research alone. It is on this line 
that the battle must be fought 
and won. I think we “scatter 
our shots” when we have one|

One of the top stars of mo- 
tion picture history — Clarke 
Gable—has died at the age of 
59. 

A heart attack claimed 
Gable’s life early Thursday 
(2 am. EST). Gable had been 
hospitalized in Hollywood 
since an earlier heart seizure 
November 4th. A hospital doc- 
tor stated this morning that 
death was completely unexpec- 
ted. 
The fatal attack came as 
Gable seemed on the road to 
recovery: Only minutes before 
his death he was sitting up 
chatting with a nurse, A long- 
time friend says Wednesday 
had been the best day of his 
convalescence. 

Gable’s wife, Kay, was al- 
erted in her room across the 
hall when the fatal seizure 
came and she rushed to his 
side. However, he did not speak 
despite efforts to revive him. 
Minutes later Gable was pro- 
nounced dead. 

The grief-stricken Mrs, Gable 
—expecting their first child 
early next year—eried loudly 
after his death. She is Gable’s 
fifth wife and the child will be

County council concurs with resolution 
on religious freedom and transfusions 


Guard stabbed at Millbrook 


Victoria County council 
studied a resolution submitted 
by Lincoln County this morn- 
ing concerning religious free- 
dom and blood transfusions, 
and voted to concur with it. 

The letter stated that the 
lives of all children should be 


fully protected, and also, re-| 


ligious freedom should be up- 
held, ..It sought to have a fund 
set up by the province or the 
Canadian Medical Association 
for research into some method 
of obtaining the effect of a 
blood transfusion, without giv- 
ing one. ] 
Most councillors, after giv- 
ing the resolution careful 
thought, felt that it was a 
sound idea. If such a method 
could be devised, then requir- 
ed treatment could be given to 
persons without going against 


any religious creed or dog- 
mas. 
County Clerk F. Weldon 


pointed out that probably the 
main stimulus to the resolu- 
tion was a principle of the Je- 
hovah’s Witness religion 
which forbade blood transfus- 
ions and which has caused 
considerable uproar several 
times in the last few year. 

Reeve Peirce said that last 
year, council had endorsed a 
resolution for the government 
to arrange legislation so that 
a child could be temporarily 
made a ward of the Children’s 
Aid Society and thus given 
the transfusion required. He 
Said that these measures, now 
in force, were’not truly in 
keeping with the Bill . of 
Rights. He felt that the Lin- 
coln County resolution would 
be a way around that if a re- 
search program was success- 
ful. 

Council voted in favour of 


a motion by Reeve Ed Mur-} 


phy to concur with the reso- 
lution.

Matters of Interest 
BBC TELEVISION SERIES: ‘PAUL OF TARSUS’ 

In 1956 the BBC's television play-cycle “Jesus of 
Nazareth’ made a profund impression, not only on the 
children for whose programmes it was planned, but on 
millions of adults throughout Britain, and also in 
Australia where it was shown by the Australian Broad- 
casting Commission.. Now the BBC is continuing the 
story of the beginnings of Christianity with a further 
cycle of ten plays, ‘Paul of Tarsus’, dramatised from 
the account recorder in the Acts of the Apostles. The 
plays depict the spread of Christianity from the Upper 
Room at Jerusalem, where the disciples of Jesus gather- 
ed on the Feast of Pentecost, seven weeks after the 
Crucifixion, to the time when it was established in the 
capital of Empire at Rome. They are written and 
produced by Joy Harington who also wrote and pro- 
duced the ‘Jesus of Nazareth’ play-cycle, and the role 
is played by Patrick Troughton, an actor familiar to 
BBC audiences in Britain and overseas. This 1960 pro- 
duction falls in the year in which is shown in the final 
episode, white concludes with a glimpse of Paul in 
prison awaiting his trial before the Emperor Nero. 

The idea for the ‘Paul of Tarsus’ series was born in 
1956 when the ‘Jesus of Nazareth’ play-cycle closed 
with the words from Jesus to his disciples, ‘You are my 
witnesses, go therefore into all the world and teach 
all nations the things that you have seen and heard 
....' To producer Joy Harington it seemed impossible 
to leave off at this point without attempting to tell the 


amazing story of how a handful of peasdnts and fisher-.... 


men, living in an occupied country, set about carrying 
out their Master's command. It has taken three years 
of research and study to bring the television screens this 
story of physical and spiritual adventure. 

Production of the series posed big difficulties, not 
least in the story itself, in which the climax comes at the 
beginning with the blinding revelation on the road to 
Damascus, which transformed the persecutor Saul 
into the apostle Paul. What follows is the record of 
a man’s complex journey through scattered cities, en- 
countering clashes of classes, races and religions. The 
journey itself had to be reconstructed: but the cost of 
moying a film unit from place to place dictated that a 
single centre should be found, and after a recon~ 
naissance taking in the Greek Islands, Italy, Malta and 
Turkey, Crete was chosen. The small port of St. 
Nicholas and the surrounding countryside offered back- 
grounds for the journeys to Lystra, Athens, Philippi, 
Damascus and Rome, and for Paul's shipwreck in an 
‘Alexandrian grain-ship’. There, too, were friendly 
people who entered into the project simply and whole- 
heartedly, forming the crowds which Paul met on his 
journey, lending competent hands to construct and 
work the ‘grain-ship’ — a local sailing ship specially 
converted by BBC designer Richard Henry — and in a 
hundred ways making the month which the BBC film 
unit, producer and principal actors spent there a memor- 
able experience. When casting, Miss Harington looked 
for a number of unusual characteristics in her actors. 
They had to be good swimmers, good walkers and able 
to ride mules ‘as to the manner born’.

COULD RED TAPE HAVE BEEN A FACTOR? 


EDITORIALS 


A number of people in Lindsay are wondering if ; 


red tape played a part in the Nomination Meeting can- 
cellation which occurred here this week. 

According to those in Lindsay who are closest to 
the situation, there are indications that the annexa- 
tion proceedings, which have been blamed for the 
Jast-minute cancellation of the Nomination Meeting, 
were more inyolved than appeared on the surface. In 
addition, these same sources feel needless delay in 
arriving at the original annexation decision was enr 
countered and that when it was reached, its definition 
was not clear enough to facilitate a speedy conclusion, 

Could red tape have been a factor in delaying the 
processing of the whole thing, finally showing itself 
most prominently when it heéame necessary to cancel 
a Nomination Meeting which had been called and which 
had cost the taxpayers of Lindsay considerable money 
to advertise? 


SPECIAL COMMENT 

A contemporary — Canadian Motorist — comment- 
ing gn the cost of Canadian cars and writing under 
the above heading makes the following points which 
bear out what was stated editorially by this paper 
several weeks ago. We believe they are worth repeat- 
ing at this time in the language of the ‘‘Motorist.”” 

Here is its commentary: 

“Beonomiecs professor Vincent Bladen, of Toronto 
University, now a Royal commissioner in Ottawa 
ruminating on the troubles of the domestic automobile 
industry, will surely have no trouble admiring the 
single-mindness of the manufacturers and the Auto- 
mobile Workers Union. 

Their unanimous solution to the industry's pro- 
blems is simplicity itself: “Raise the tariffs on imported 
cars.” Another way of saying this would be: ‘Make it 
more difficult for Canadians to buy these cars, then 
they'll haye to buy ours.” 

However, Ford of Canada, while lending its voice 
to the call for protective tariffs, does seem able to 
recognize that the auto makers might also do well 
to look right in their own back yard for the source of 
the trouble. If they did they might discover that: 

® Many Canadians simply cannot afford the high 
price of a domestic car. 

@ Domestic cars are excessively expensive to 
operate, 

@ Repairs to domestic cars are not only far too 
costly but also appear to be forced upon the 
motorist by built-in faults — the short lived 
modern muffler is a good example.” 


“CANADA AND EUROPE” 

Excerpts from speech of the Honourable Donald 
M. Fleming, Minister of Finance to the fifteenth an- 
nual conference of the Canadian Industrial Hditors’ 
Association, Chantecler, Ste. Adele, P.Q., on November 
17, 1960, at 8:00 p.m. ; 

“I note with interest that the theme of this Con- 
ference is “Dollars and Sense’. I understand that one 
of the main purposes of your meetings this year is to 
emphasize the importance of economic topics to Cana- 
dians and the need for editors to be able to handle 
these subjects skilfully and lucidly. The Minister of 
Finance cannot fail to be aware of the importance of 
clear and accurate reporting and comment upon 
economic issues now engaging public attention in 
Canada places a particular responsibility on those en- 
gaged in writing for public information to deal know- 
ledgeably with economic subjects. 

“One of the most vital areas of interest in terms 
of the Canadian economy is foreign trade. Our export 
industry constitutes one of the most important elements 
in Canada’s economic growth. ‘Traditionally the 
export of goods and services generates a substantial 

» proportion of our total production. Last year, almost 
20% of our Gross National Product was accounted for 
in commodity exports alone. The export industries 
also contributed to the national production in other 
ways, through the generation of consumer incomes, 
Profits, and tax reyenues, and through increases in 
our stock of capital. A healthy export industry and an 
understanding of the problems affecting it are therefore 
very important to all Canadians. _ 

Record Trade in 1960 - 

“Canada’s exports in 1958 achieved an all-time 
record. In 1959 this record was equalled. This year 
Canadian trade is heading for a new record. For the 
first nine month of 1960, exports of goods amounted 
to 33,995 million, 8.2 per cent above the comparable 
period in 1959, the previous record year. For the 
same period, imports of goods totalled $4,116 million, 
an increase of 0.2 per cent above 1959, The substan- 
tial increase in exports accompanied by the stability of 
imports resulted in a sharp decrease in the merchan- 
ise trade deficit from $415 million in the first nine 
months of 1959 to $121 million in the same period of 
1960.” 


DEFENSE OF THE ONTARIO MUNICIPAL BOARD 

A source close to the affairs of the town undertook 
Saturday to defend the action taken by the Ontario Munic- 
ipal Board in cancelling Lindsay's nomination meeting at 
the last minute. This source said the guiding hand of the 
board was necessary to avoid recurrences of things such 
as occurred at Belleville and Eastview. But it didn’t ex- 
plain how, if its guiding hand was so vital and so effec- 
tive, it failed t6 step into the picture while the Belleville 
incident was building up. Perhaps there is an explanation 
and if so it would be Interesting to hear. 


NOTHING TO REPORT 

A strange silence is reported to have prevailed 

throughout this week meeting of Lindsay's Council 

on matters relating to tne Ontario Municipal Board. This 
is indeed an unexpected development when it is consider- 
ed that several councillors “sounded off” at length on 
the subject before the meeting. 

What happened? 


That, of course, is a matter of conjecture. But it

makes a fascinating subject for speculation. 

Could it be that councillors were told they might lose 
some. support at the polls’if they continued to point 
the critical finger at the Ontario Municipal Board? What 
a tragedy if a political candidate at the local level could 
be silenced by political forces at the provincial level! We 
sincerely hope any such surmize is entirely wrong.

MODERN ANAESTHESIA 

An eye operation performed under a local anaes- 
thetic, accompanied by audio-analgesia, will be descri- 
bed in this week’s General Overseas Service broad- 
cast on the latest advances in surgery. 


For this operation the programme will visit West- 
minister Hospital one of the big London hospitals where 
yarious methods of modern anaesthesia are practised, 
and of inducing relaxation and desensitisation as well 
as general unconsciousness. In the explanation and 
discussion of these new methods it will be plain how 
much progress has been made since the days when 


the surgeon had to supervise while the available anaes- _ 


thetics were given by relatively unskilled assistants, 
and had to watch the condition of his deeply uncon- 
scious patient even while all his skill and concentration 
were required to perform an urgent and delicate oper- 
ation. Nowadays anaesthesia is the responsibility of 
a specialist in that field, who can induce and control 
unconsciousness of the required level and no deeper, 
thus avoiding danger to the patient and releasing the 
surgeon to concentrate on his own work.

HENRY BOYNTON DIES 

Henry P. Boynton, poet, photographer, reporter, 
editor and playwright passed away on Friday, October 
14 as a result of injuries received in an auto accident Oc- 
tober 3. 


He was returning from a visit to a brother in Ch- 
cago when he had a blowout in the Indiana Turnpike near 
Angola, Ind. 


Mr. Boynton, who was 81, headed the Boynton Ad- 
vertising Agency, Cleveland, which has been the advertis- 
ing agency, for Certified Dry Mat Corporation for well 
over a quarter century. 


Born in Elyria, February 26, 1879, he was a grad- 
uate of Ohio State University where he had been heavy- 
weight boxing champion. He became successively city 
editor, editorial writer and editor of the Elyria Telegram 
in the early 1900's. In 1910 he was named editor of the 
Akron Beacon Journal and in 1912 he became chief of the 

_ Scripps bureau in Columbus. In 1916 he took over as 
head of the Boynton Agency in Cleveland and this re- 
mained his chief endeavour until his untimely death. 


Despite full time business he found time for many 
outside activities. A member of the City and Rowfant 
clubs in Cleveland, he was also a guiding spirit in found- 
ing the Cleveland Camera Club. His camera work 
prought him many prizes in competition. As an author 
and playwright he saw more than 2,000 of his poems ‘pub- 
lished and only this spring the Peninsula Players of 
Ohio, of which he had once been a member, produced 
and performed an original play of his. 


He was the creator of Melodious Matty, which ap- 
pears monthly in the Certified News and which has he- 
come the most looked for feature of the News, In addition 
to overseeing the general make-up of the News, Mr. Boyn- 
ton also wrote the editorials and these, too, had on num- 
erous occasions evoked most praiseworthy comment from 
within and without our particular industry. 


Reams could probably be written on his accomplish- 
ments, but following and old axiom of Henry's “say it 
clearly and briefly” we can only bid adieu to an old, dear 
friend whom it was a privilege and honour to know.

A technical detail of the 
business of annexing a portion 
_of Ops Township was responsi- 
ble for Lindsay's nomination 
night being called off Wednes- 
day. 

The Ontario Municipal Board 
put the kibosh on the meeting 
by sending a telegram to Town 
Clerk W. R. Allely only about 
three hours before the sched- 
uled meeting time, At that 
point it was too late to have 
the residents notified through 
“The Post”. 

In spite of all possible efforts 
to inform the public of the 
last-minute change, several 
still showed up at the town hall 
at 7.30 Wednesday night. The 
town clerk then read the tele- 

> gram, which stated that the 
town must call off its nomina- 
“tion night until such time as 


the Municipal Board sets an- 
other date. The reason given 
in the telegram was that fin- 
al details on the exact bound- 


aries of the annexed area had 
not been received yet by the 
board. 

Commenting on the hassle, 
Councillor Mel DeGroat said, 
“it just indicates how little 
authority at times, the mun- 
icipal councils have.” 

Mayor Lloyd Burrows said 
today that he has been beseig- 
ed with phone calls from peo- 
ple who want to know what 
happened and why. 

Reeve Harry Peirce was 
ripping mad when he got word 
of the schemozzle and said it 
was “pretty near time these 
people were put in their 
place-” A widely known news- 
paper editor agreed with Mr. 
Peirce but there was apparent- 
ly nothing they could do to in- 
fluence the town to go against 
the order and hold the meeting 
anyway. 

Mr. Peirce said it was a 
blankety-blank shame that the 
town had been allowed to go to 
all the expense of advertising 


the meeting and then had to 
see the money go down the 
drain because a government 
agency hadn't the foresight to 
warn the town of the trouble 
it was apt to run into if it made 
any nomination or election 
meeting plans before annexa- 
tion was finalized. “It looks as 
though red tape is involved 
here,” the reeve declared as 
he slammed his hat on and 
made for the mayor’s unoffic- 
ial office with coat-tail flying 
and as mad as a wet hen. 

Real estate man George Dent 
was up in arms too. He said 
someone should have put a 
notice up on town hall door 
and let the people know 
“Why,” said he, “people were 
coming to the meeting place for 
half the night and there was 
no one around to tell them the 
meeting was called off. The 
town hall was in darkness and 
there wasn’t a sign or anything 
to tell interested citizens what 
had happened.”

I am a resident of Lindsay 
who seldom takes advantage 
of the excellent service the 
town offers through its park- 
ing meters. I use the term park- 
ing meters losely, as I firmly 
believe a more appropriate 
term would be “sidewalk ban- 
dits’”’. 

I often wonder, when our 
streets and sidewalks are said 
to be “public property”, and 
when politicians and school 
textbooks constantly point out 
this business of having “public 
property” as being one of the 
outstanding advantages of liv- 
ing in a free country, and when 
we pay taxes to support the 
maintenance and construction 
of these public streets, why it 
is that we must also pay for the 
privilege of using them. 

If parking meters must be 
used, I’m sure, that the rev- 
enue derived from them must 
be sufficient to keep them in 
perfect condition and able to 
operate efficiently at all times. 
Such is not the case- 

As | have already said, | use 
them rarely. I’d rather walk 
three blocks and park for free, 
than pay for the privilege of 
getting closer. However, when 
1 do use them, nine times out 
of ten it doesn’t work. And 
when a parking meter is out 
of order, one stands a better 
chance of getting his money 
back from a slot machine than 
from those greedy machines 
that line our streets, 

Only recently I stepped up 

_ to a meter. 1 put my ear to it 
and heard it ticking away. 
“Aha”, I thought. “It’s work- 


ing.” I carefully placed a coin 
in the slot. (One must be care- 
ful of putting money in these 
machines as they’re very. deli- 
cate!) The infernal thing did 
not click, grind, wiggle or jig- 
gle. I put another in, then still 
another. The meter gladly 
swallowed up all the three 
coins as if nothing had hap- 
pened. (And nothing did hap- 
pen-) 

| bent forward again to see 
if it was still going tick, tick, 
tick. It may have been doing 
that, but if sounded to me more 
like hee, hee, hee. 

This ‘is only one of many 
similar incidents, and this is 
why | regard all parking meters 
as sidewalk bandits. 

It might be wrong to offer 
all this criticism with no oth- 
er suggestion put forward. So 
how about this. 

‘There must be some way of 
working out a system whereby 
all parking fees, if such things 
must be, can be collected or 
handled through some simple 
paper card giving a certain 
vehicle with a certain licence 
number the privilege of park- 
ing in municipalities for any 
given length of time.—half a 
day, one day, a week or even 
a year. Such a system would 
require a certain amount of re- 
search to work out properly, 
but I’m sure it would be much 
cheaper than maintaining all 
that expensive, yet unreliable 
machinery now used. It should 
also make parking privileges 
cheaper. 

With this suggestion I close 
my outcry against “sidewalk 
bandits,”

The proportion of unem- 
ployed people in Victoria 
County borders around ten 
per cent of the estimated paid 
labour force. This is indicat- 
ed in the latest figures releas- 
ed from the office as of Fri- 
day night. On the bases of 
available statistics this means 
that about one out of every 
ten employable persons is 
unemployed, 

Thursday night's figures show 
341 males and 190 females reg- 
istered for work at the Lind- 
say office—a total of 531. A 
spokesman at the office told 
“The Post” that number of 
paid employees in the county 
was estimated at 5,500 in Feb- 
tuary of this year. Giving al- 
lowance for a reasonable in- 
crease, “The Post” estimates 
that the present unemploy- 
ment figures represent approx- 
imately ten per cent of the 
estimated working force, other 
than self-employed persons. 

Manager of the National 
Employment Office in Lindsay, 
C. C. Farquhar says that the 
gradual increase over the past 
few weeks is not starting and 
is not from any one source, 
but from a variety of trades. 
and employers. 

He feels that this is better 
than to have a steep increase 
from one type of job or from 
any one point. He also says that 
most of the trouble can be ac- 
counted for by Canada’s tradi- 
tional problem of winter slow- 
down.
